Another 
group of Republicans is far-seeing and 
broad enough to realize that the cov­ 
enant as presented to the Senate, un­

reservations,

FALSE AND DANGEROUS. 
The Federal Reserve Bank of Bos­ 
ton d&es not share the view of those 
who have been predicting a break in 
prices so sudden and so precipitate as 
to prove disastrous. 
“That the drop 
in prices, which is admittedly inevita­ 
ble, will set in before another winter 
season and that it will become only 
gradually precipitate, is the view gen­ 
erally taken by the most thoughtful 
j business men of this district,” it is 
stated. 
The Springfield Republican 
thinks that “as we get away from the 
saturnalia of inflation during the war 
no other view seems sensible,” and 
adds that it must take years to recov­ 
er from the effects of what we have 
just been passing through so as to put 
prices back where they were. 
There is not much likelihood that 
prices will ever go “back where they 
were.” That there must be a decline 
from the present scale, and that it 
must be general and marked, is, how­ 
ever, certain. The money which is so 
plentiful in America today is money 
that is borrowed. It has not been put 
into circulation as a result of the nat­ 
ural growth of business. 
Those who 
are spending it so lavishly are not 
spending it for the most part in ways 
that will promote the development of 
business. 
The country is like a man 
who has mortgaged his farm and who 
is using the mortgage money not for 
better cattle or for building silos, but 
on pleasure trips and the like. 
His 
neighbors, not knowing of the mort­ 
gage, may think him highly prosper­ 
ous; but while settlement day may be 
postponed, it cannot be avoided, and 
for the man who insists on splurging 
on borrowed capital there can be but 
one fate in store. 
Frank A. 
Vanderlip, the great 
banker and financier, said in a speech 
at Chicago a few days ago that the 
prosperity which the United States is 
enjoying “is false as well as danger­ 
ous.” Sound prosperity, as Mr. Van­ 
derlip reminded his audience, must be 
based on “ample fresh capital, effi­ 
cient labor, and an appreciation of 
sound economic principles.” 
Today 
ample fresh capital is not available, 
taxation having reached the point 
where four and a half per cent tax- 
free obligations are more attractive 
to large investors than business enter­ 
prises into which they would ordinar­ 
ily put their money.
